It would be 
nice, she asserts, if the house­ 
wife could be given a degree 
for concocting a perfect souffle 
when her husband’s boss comes 
there, or even 
stretching 
the 
family budget so the children 
may have music lessons, or 
other extra-curricular advant­ 
ages. 
But 
who needs honors 
when she holds the future in 
her hands’’ 


W'omen 
can 
do 
anything, 
from running a factory to run­ 
ning a government but 
they 
should be allowed, if they wish 
to retain their hereditary femin­ 
ism, without having to compete 
with males 
A woman can be 
a true artist in creating a home 
atmosphere where her husband 
ran find serenity and her chil­ 
dren 
happiness and security, 
just as much as if she wrote a 
poem, sang an opera or paint­ 
ed a picture. 


Of course she can do all these 
things and 
more besides, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Mary I. Bunt­ 
ing. President of Radcliffe Col­ 
lege, and recently retired from 
serving as the only woman on 
the Atomic Energy Commission. 
Mrs. Bunting thinks that a great 
deal of talent is wasted by wo­ 
men during the child bearing 
and rearing stage. She believes 
that college trained women’s 
minds stagnate during the baby 
feeding, diaper washing era, so 
that when they are ready to 
take a job they are rusty and 
have forgotten much of their 
training. She would like to .see 
more married women in part 
time jobs while their children 
are young. 
She suggested that 
women 
with 
college 
degrees 
pool their children as well as 
their talents by hiring a care­ 
taker two or three days a week 
and sharing the cost. 


All of this sounds very good, 
but wht‘re to get the caretaker 
in the first place who will care 
for a bundle of children’’ Where 
is the employer who will hire 
a mother who can only work 
the hours when she can he 
spared from her home”

will her home be like for her 
husband and children when her 
mind is on the other job. half 
time’ 


Of course there are women 
with young children who must 
work as bread winners. Many 
of them are not even college 
trained 
There are al.so college 
traim'd women so efficient and 
talented that they can work, 
not only half time, but lull 
time, and operate a well order­ 
ed home and even spend some 
time with fheir husbands and 
children. But wlien it comes to 
making a choice between Phyl­ 
lis’s theory and Mary’s, most 
of us will settle for the woman 
who mdkes a profession out ot 
being a housewife 
Any woman 
good at this job knows it de­ 
mands more ability than build­ 
ing a bridge or an empire. 
It 
isn't all dusting and decorat­ 
ing, says Phyllis, although she 
accepts these chores cheerfully, 
hut it is an awareness she pas­ 
ses on to everyone from her 
children and husband to the

The voice of exasperation was 
raised in a conversation be- 
twene two good friends who 
were commenting on news stor­ 
ies of restatements of great 
confessions of faith. A Roman 
Catholic friend expressed the 
same sense of disturbance when 
he told of the changes that had 
come into the worship patterns 
of his church. 
It’s an understandable wish, 
for change is always an ordeal 
and always resisted. There are 
times when the changes seem 
as uninvited as a bird’s song of 
which Robert Frost spoke: 
I have wished a bird would fly 
away 
And not sing by my house all 
day; 
Have clapped my hands at him 
from the door 
When it seemed as if I could 
bear no more. 
'The 
fault must 
partly have 
been in me. 
The bird was not to blame for 
his key. 
And, of course, there must be 
something wrong 
In wanting to silence any song. 
The problem in living amidst 
the change is trying to decide 
whether it’s a song or just 
noise. 
Jesus confronted this dilem­ 
ma. 
He found it necessary to 
defend his words and his min­ 
istry by saying: ‘‘I have not 
come to destroy but to fulfill.” 
Those who heard him were not 


certain, for this sounded like a 
new note and they resisted the 
sound of change. 
There is a difference between 
tampering and exploring. 
CHiange just for the sake of 
change may introduce the novel 
but not necessarily the note of 
truth. True exploration can in­ 
troduce a 
revolutionary new 
understanding that may be up­ 
setting but necessary. 
In our contemporary world 
this almost sounds like a cliche. 
We’re so accustomed to change 
in so much of life. 
Yet these 
same men who protested the 
change in thinking about some 
patterns of worship or descrip­ 
tions of their faith went back to 
their television sets to marvel 
at a man walking in space! 
They knew that they could not 
retreat from this world but they 
were not quite prepared to live 
in it. 
Perhaps all of us have become 
so accustomed to some expres­ 
sions of an idea that we are 
more attached to the expression 
than to the idea itself. Our need 
is not to run from change; it 
is to love truth itself enough to 
run from anything that would 
freeze the action. 
When those bold forbears of 
ours talked of the spirit of God 
they spoke in terms of burning 
flames and mighty winds. We 
can’t be alone, and it won’t al­ 
low us to be alone. 
We’re in 
God’s company. There must be 
something wrong in wanting to 
silence that song.

N JULY 18, Dr. Sam Sheppard and 
his wife Ariane will celebrate their 
first wedding anniversary. 
Whether the handsome 41-year-old neurosur­ 
geon spends the second year of his marriage 
with his blonde German wife or behind prison 
bars is something federal courts are now deciding. 
Doctor Sam, a member of a prominent Cleve­ 
land medical family, was convicted of the bludg­ 
eon murder of his pregnant wife Marilyn in 
1954. But he always contended he was innocent. 
Last year he was released from prison by a U. S. 
district judge who found his celebrated trial “a 
mockery of justice.” 
The State of Ohio disagreed, however, and in 
May, 1965, the U. S. Court of Appeals ordered 
Doctor Sam back to prison. A series of legal 
maneuvers has resulted and is expected to end 
only in the U. S. Supreme Court. 
Two days after his contested release, Doctor 
Sam married the German divorcee who had fallen 
in love with him by mail and had traveled from 
Düsseldorf to meet him in prison and then fight 
for his freedom. 
I was the man who, at the request of the 
family, set up the mechanics of their Chicago 
marriage—blood test, license, magistrate, bridal 
suite, and that sort of thing. I could not prevent 
the event from turning into a carnival of flash 
bulbs and blinding television lights, however. 
At the time, I was asked what I thought the 


couple’s chances of happiness were. I hesitated 
to answer. Certainly they faced extraordinary 
problems: they had met only once in a prison 
interview 18 months before; then the State of 
Ohio barred further visits or correspondence. 
Now they were to live in hourly fear of a call 
or knock on the door which would send Doctor 
Sam back to prison. 
I feel that only now can I answer the question 
of the Sheppards’ chance for happiness. A year’s 
close association with them and a recent chat 
with Doctor Sam have -given me a good picture 
of the couple and their life together. 
First let me say that the married life of Sam 
and Ariane has been singularly private in con­ 
trast to the intense publicity of their mail ro­ 
mance and spectacular marriage. 
Second, they are much more in love with each 
other now than they were a year ago. They exist 
for each other to such an extent that they have 
become a single entity. 
With Sam, it it always "w a." With Ariane, 
it is always “Sam,” coupled with her interpreta­ 
tion of what is best for him, an interpretation he 
never disputes. They are both strong-willed per­ 
sons, yet they have melded their wills as a unit. 
At a press conference a day after Sam was 
ordered back to prison, Ariane was asked what 
she would do if he actually were to go back. 
“I guess I will just go to our home and wait 
for him,” she said. Then she added brightly, 
“Unless, of course, they will give me a room in 
the jail. Then I will go along with him.” 
To report on this front-page marriage, I had 
to begin somewhere, so I asked Sam whether 
Ariane was a good housekeeper. Ariane was at 
the hairdresser’s, so he could talk freely. 
“Ariane is quite a good cook,” he said. “She 
is especially good with her salads. She uses dill

a lot over our salads, and I love it.” 
“And the housekeeping?” I persisted. 
“We have no maid or cleaning woman,” said 
Sam, “but Ariane has plenty of help—that’s me.” 
He is a willing volunteer for any household task 
in which he thinks he can be helpful. 
“We are together in almost everything we do,” 
he said. “We do all our shopping together and 
all our visiting together—not that we do much.” 
Sam said he and Ariane are on excellent terms 
with their neighbtirs but haven’t mingled much. 
"W ith prison hanging ovar my hood, we 
haven’t felt like socializing,” he said. “They un­ 
derstand and greet us warmly.” 
Sam’s son, also named Sam, slept soundly 
through the tragic night in 1954 when his mother 
was beaten to death in a next-door bedroom. 
Now, at 18, he has just finished his senior year 
at Culver Military Academy. He has been a fre­ 
quent weekend visitor with Sam and Ariane and 
spent the Christmas holidays with them. 
Young Sam, who adores his father and step­ 
mother, will see little of them while the courts 
are having their last say. He is following his 
graduation with a one-year educational cruise 
around the world. The cruise ship is a floating 
schoolhouse for lads his age. 
“It will be better for him to be away,” Dwtor 
Sam said. “We feel about him much as we do 
about Ariane’s daughter Iris. We would like to 
have her with us now, but it would not be fair. 
As soon as my troubles are over, she will join us. 
I hope to adopt her.” 
Iris, 17, is Ariane’s daughter by her first 
husband, Olaf Tebbenjohanns, a member of a 
Düsseldorf steelmaking family. They were di­ 
vorced in 1957. The girl is with Ariane’s mother 
and stepfather in Duisberg, Germany. 
“I have become very well acquainted with Iris

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and with her grandmother and stepgrandfather,” 
Sam said. “1 feel almost as if she were my daugh­ 
ter and as if they were my parents.” 
He noted that I was puzzled by this remark 
since he had never seen these German relatives- 
by-marriage. He gestured toward a portable tape 
recorder. 
‘‘At least once a week, Ariane and I spend an 
evening taping a letter to them. We get answer­ 
ing tapes to which all three of them have con­ 
tributed. 1 have gotten to know them almost as 
well as if they were living with us.” 
Sam said that he and Ariane also spend two 
or three evenings a week making a taped record 
of his experiences in prison. ‘‘We are doing this 
mainly so our children will have a record of my 
prison years if they should ever want to know it,” 
he explained. 
Sam said that he devotes several hours every 
day to catching up with developments in medicine 
and particularly in his specialty, neurosurgery. 
‘‘I am rereading my medical books,” he said, 
‘‘and 1 have long talks with my brother Richard 
about current medical practice.” 
Richord is Dr. Richard Shappord, eldest of 
the three sons of the late Dr. Richard Allen 
Sheppard, who founded Bay View Hospital in 
Bay Village, Ohio. The middle brother is Dr. 
Stephen Sheppard. Sam is the youngest. 
Sam continued with a grin, ‘‘Ariane and I 
also have made quite a hobby of kite flying. The 
other day a big red kite soared so high that we 
let out a mile of string. 
‘‘Fm an old kite man,” he explained. ‘‘Years 
ago, when Marilyn and I were newly married and 
I was going to medical school in Los Angeles, 
we got a kite as a premium at a supermarket. 
We would climb a hill overlooking our home 
and fly it.” 


Abruptly serious, Sam changed the subject 
to his failure to seek a gainful occupation during 
his months of liberty. 
‘‘I had to make a decision,” he said. "I could 
not go back to work as a physician because I 
surrendered my license after my conviction. 1 
cannot apply for its restoration while litigation 
is pending. I could, of course, have gone to work 
in hospitals that have invited me and done the 
type of thing I did in the prison hospitals—nurse, 
medical technician, and operating-room assistant. 
1 decided it was best to wait it out. I knew it 
would be embarrassing to any hospital for me 
to be around now.” 
Do thay kava monay problam t? Yes, Sam 
said, they certainly do. Ariane has an income 
from her share of her late father’s business. This 
income, although fairly large, has proved inade­ 
quate under the strains of the last few years, and 
she has considered dipping into principal. 
‘‘I had to put my foot down here,” said Sam. 
‘‘Against Ariane’s advice, 1 cashed in what was 
left of my $100,000 life insurance. She has her 
private fortune, and young Sam has a sub­ 
stantial inheritance from his grandfather—but 
I felt I must do my part in supporting us.” 
Both Sam and Ariane have spent a lot of money 
buying gifts for each other. They observe every 
possible gift day. Ariane has a penchant for 
watches, with the result that Sam has watches 
on each wrist and an exquisite cuff-link set that 
ticks off the time. 
Ariane also is addicted to stuffed animals. 
Sam lugs them home all the tim e; bears, giraffes, 
and floppy dogs overrun their bedroom. As in 
all intense love affairs, the lovers occasionally 
hurt others. In their determination to avoid 
hurting each other, they seemingly neglect per­ 
sons to whom they owe much. 


Thus, while Sam and Ariane visit frequently 
with Dr. Richard Sheppard and his wife Dorothy, 
they see almost nothing socially of Dr. Stephen 
Sheppard and his wife Betty. There has been no 
open breach between Sam and Steve, yet there 
clearly is a coldness each man has told me he 
knows is temporary. 
Through the years, it was Dr. Steve who 
pushed the legal fight for Sam’s vindication. It 
was Dr. Steve who singlehandedly backed the 
successful habeas corpus action in the United 
States District Court. In the expected upcoming 
Supreme Court battle. Dr. Steve will, he tells me, 
be supporting Sam with customary vigor. 
Their differences, fanned by gossip, have arisen 
from the manner in which Sam handled his 
romance and from indefinable conflict over the 
future of young Sam. Steve and Betty took the 
boy into their home when he was seven and 
reared him as if he were their own son until he 
was 17. These differences are understandable and 
far from unreconcilable. 
That brings us back to the question: what 
are Doctor Sam’s and Ariane’s chances for 
happiness? The courts alone will have a lot to 
say about that. If they give Sam his freedom, I 
feel the couple’s chances are good. 
In any event, I have the impression that Sam 
and Ariane are not desperately worried about 
the immediate future because they know they 
will have each other’s love, whatever happens. 
Let me add that I am a reluctant and tardy 
convert to this point of view. One year ago, even 
as 1 arranged their wedding, 1 had doubts that 
Ariane would be good for Sam or his cause. 
I still don’t know whether she has hurt or 
helped his cause. 1 do know, however, that Ariane 
has been good for him. She has made him a 
happy man. %

Minnesota’s 
Paul Bunyan of 
Baseball 


Despite his home-run records, he sometimes has wondered 


whether getting into baseball was a mistake; it wasn't— as he's now proving 


on the field and in the batting box

A T 29, Harmon Killebrew, 
X X slugging star and some­ 
time strike-out king of the 
Minnesota Twins, intimately 
knows 
baseball’s ups and 
downs— mostly downs. 
Even today, with a fine 1964 aea- 
aon behind him and ’65 looking even 
better, hia freckled face winces with 
recollections of leaa-happy days. 
“I spent two years on the Wash­ 
ington bench,” he recalls, “and then 
in 1958, with my wife Elaine expect­ 
ing our first baby, they sent me down 
to Indianapolis. Elaine went home to 
have the baby while I set up an 
apartment for us in Indianapolis. 
Then I got word I was going even 
further down—to Chattanooga. It 
was a tough step backward, and with 
Elaine and a new baby . . . well, I 
wondered whether l*d made the 
wrong move in ’54.” 
The move Killebrew speaks of 
came when he was an awkward 17- 
year-old in Payette, Idaho, packing 
his bags for the University of Ore­ 
gon, where he had accepted a foot­ 
ball scholarship. 
Along came Ossie Bluege, a scout 
for the Washington Senators, to 
watch Harmon play third base for 
the local ball team. He saw Kille­ 
brew get 11 hits in 12 at-bats and 
signed him for a $12,000 bonus. 
(Cincinnati once offered $500,000 for 
Killebrew, though characteristically 
Harmon finds this “hard to be­ 
lieve.”) But until recently Harmon 
and Elaine Killebrew were never 
really sure that he shouldn’t have 
taken the next bus to Oregon instead 
of entering big-league baseball. 
Yet the records show that no play- 
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er—Mays, Mantle, or Mathews— 
has hit more home runs than Har­ 
mon since he became an active regu­ 
lar. His home-runs-per-bats average 
is second only to that of Babe Ruth, 
and he has led the American League 
in homers for three straight years. 
But Harmon speaks more of failures 
than of triumphs. About his fielding: 
’’Sometimes I made more errors than 
hits.” About his hitting record: 
’’How can they say I’m a great hit­ 
ter with averages like .243?” 
Ttio failures caused Harmon (and 
sometimes his bosses) to wonder 
whether he shouldn’t have continued 
his education. But in 1964 he not 
only reached his peak in homers with 
49 but hit a respectable .270. What 
are the reasons? Harmon is too mod­ 
est to express an opinion about him­ 
self. Instead, he quotes these (pin­ 
ions given by the ’’experts” : 
1. Rather than having his posi­ 
tion switched from day to day, he 
has remained in one spot for a whole 
season—left field in ’64 and first 
base in ’65. ’’You get used to what 
a position requires,” he says, ’’and 
play more naturally.” 
2. He has stopped trying to kill ev­ 
ery pitch. ’’When they get the sec­ 
ond strike on me,” he says, ”1 swing 
just hard enough to hit it.” 
A nmw SMM of bolonging has 
come with 
Harmon’s better all- 
around playing. He has become 
more talkative and relaxed thkn the 
one-word kid from Payette (having 
his own tv show in Minneapolis also 
may have helped) and more positive 
in his daily playing. 
His only regrets now are: that his 
father, a house painter, who played 
football at Millikin University and 
under Greasy Neal, died before Har­ 


mon came up to his potential—and 
that he can’t spend more time with 
his family. 
Harmon and Elaine moved last 
year to Ontario, Ore., a few miles 
across the state line from Payette. 
There they ’’have a couple of acres, 
a couple of horses, a lamb, some 
dogs and cats—and five children.” 
The youngsters are Cameron, 9; 
Kenneth, 7; Shawn, 3; Kathryn, 19 
months; and Erin, born last May. 
Elaine says she always can tell 
when Harmon hits a homer ’’because 
he comes home looking sheepish.” 
As for herself, she can take baseball 
or leave it alone—possibly because 
she spent her honeymoon in Mexico 
while Harmon played winter ball and 
’’both of us were sick all the time 
we were there.” 
TIm o ld f boys, however, are be­ 
ginning to realize that their father 
is the man Mickey Mantle and Ted 
Williams are betting on to set a new 
home-run 
record. 
When 
Harmon 
dashed home last 
May 
between 
games to see Erin, he found Kenneth 
taking advantage of a relaxation of 
discipline by wearing his baseball 
uniform to school. 
’’Just imagine!” Harmon says. 
’’Wearing it to school!” But with the 
disapproval is the tone of pride. 
The tone of pride, as a matter 
of fact, comes with increasing fre­ 
quency to Harmon’s voice these days, 
and with good reason. He has had 
failures, admitted them—and worked 
with a great deal of zeal to overcome 
most of them. 
The results already show in the 
records—and 
Harmon 
Killebrew’s 
’’experts” are betting that, at 29, he 
may well become Minnesota’s Paul 
Bunyan of Baseball. ♦

Any fish that’s edible (most are) 
and big enough to fillet, skin, and cut 
into chunks is fine for the pot. The 
kids can go foraging along the shore 


for all manner of marine and fresh­ 
water edibles: clams, oysters, cray­ 
fish, shrimps, and crabs.

—once you scrub their shells clean

If you find 
shrimps, decapitate and devein them. 
Foraging farm country is just as 
adventurous, providing you can rec­ 
ognize a wild onion or potato (grow­ 
ing just beyond the farmer’s fence). 
There’s nothing in the “rules” of 
a foraging quick-nic which forbids 
buying rather than finding. You can 
patronize a farmer’s roadside stand 
—or, if he's willing, pluck some pot- 
luck right from his fields. 
Suppose your luck lapses and you 
don’t forage much that's edible? We 
take along, in the ice chest, a few 
pounds of 
hot dogs. 
Diced or
